Peace On Earth 
T 
HE four-power Council of Foreign Mini*!*™, 
which has held 122 sessions ainee Ila flrat 
meeting In September, 1945, haa adjourned. Th* 
council still has not been able to agree on the 
details of peace following World War JI. 
The United Nations assembly, charged with 
primary responsibility for secuilng peace in the 
years to come, will wind up its deliberations be­ 
fore Christmas 
Like th# Council or 
Foreign 
Ministers, it haa been bogged down in details. 
As Christmas draws near in 1V46. peace on 
earth is a receding, not an approaching, goal. 
There seem to be too many complications. Little 
annoyances loom 
larger 
than great 
purpose*. 
Statesm anship seems unable to rise above poli­ 
tics. 
The stature of men seema pitifully small com­ 
pared with the m onumental task of winding up 
the affairs of World W ar II and dealing with 
the threat of World W ar III. 
Peace on earth, like peace In a family, a group, 
a community, or a nation, la unattainable without 
a preponderance of good will. It can exist only 
by unanimous consent, a thing the Russians Have 
comprehended in their use of the veto power. It la 
not the Russian veto that la Im portant lf Ruaala 
had chosen to conceal its lack of agreement with 
the purposes of other governments by foregoing 
the use of its veto power, there still would he the 
seme obvious ubaence or good will. Peace on 
earth is not a m atter of formalities, procedures. 
rules, penaltlaa and statem ents. It la a condition 
of the minds of the human beings who control 
tha destiny of nations. There will .he peace when 
they want peace. It la evident at*the end of an­ 
other year of consultations that they still have 
not rom e Into agreem ent on that condition. 


The Shall-Nots 
O 
NE-HUNDRED fifty-five years have gone by 
since the "B tu of Rights" went into force Dec. 
Ii. 1791. A great many Americans, surveying 
what has been happening’in recent yearn, suspect 
I i i years have been too long for the American 
peopla to remember what the first lo am end­ 
ments to the Constitution signify. 
They are the shall-not amendm ents 
the re­ 
strictions which a people who valued newly won 
freedom from political oppression placed on their 
own government. W hat they specified 
is less 
important than the state of mind which caused 
them to be made. 
In 1791, the American people had a deep dis­ 
trust of unlimited power iii the hands of political 
authority. They had been its victims and wanted 
no recurrent1* of despotism under the govern­ 
ment which had bean created to serve I hem. 
Thus, thy specified that the things they feared 
moat should not be done by their government - 
the "Bill of Rights". 
It was followed by atill other amendm ents d e­ 
fining what government could not do. on the 
premise 
still sound—that the nee ret of freedom 
is to limit the authority of government. Hut tha 
distrust of unlimited 
power 
which 
motivated 
Americans to restrict government has languished. 
Not only do many Americans no longer know 
what the "Hill of Rights" told government 
it 
could not do, but they have forgotten why their 
foiefatiio's wanted to tell government it could 
go so far and no further. They have neglected 
the admonition to guard their liberty with their 
own vigilance and instead have seemed eager lo 
part with portions of it for promises of economic 
security tha* never materialized. 


ECENTLY I listened to an ad­ 
dress against euthanasia, which 
is a long name for legally authoris­ 
ing doctors to kill their patients, 
if the doctor and the patient agree 
upon it. 
it would seem that the man who 
is advocating this kind of killing 
is Dr. Charles Francis Potter, who 
was present on the occasion and 
who. having taken offense al some­ 
thing that I 
said, told 
me 
that 
there is another side to the story. I 
To which i replied that there can 
he no two sides to murder. 
Dr. Potter looked to me like a 
genial, friendly person who wants 
to do good in lh* world. In fact, j 
he reminded me much of Dr. Frank 
Huehman, the founder of th# Osford 
Movement. 
Ho you could have knocked me 
over when It turned out that It was 
this cheerful 
gentlem an 
who fa­ 
vored 
giving 
doctors 
the 
legal 
right to clout the "incurable” out 
of existence. Or if not to clout 
them 
what a horrible word!— lo 
give them an overdose of some drug 
• until thesy pass into eternity. 
This Is no novel idea I looked it 
up in W estermarck s The Origin 
and 
Development 
of 
the 
Moral 
ideas, which deals learnedly with 
such matters, anti found that m er­ 
cy killing was quite usual among I 
savages, who. weak in morals and 
Jacking medicaj knowledge, desper­ 
ately reached the conclusion that 
the only thing to do about the 
decrepit aged 
was 
to kill 
them 
as mercifully as a savage could 
do. They also killed surplus chil­ 
dren, particularly Infants least like­ 
ly to succeed. 


t^R O M Moses to Hitler, civilize- 
I 
tion has been marked by an 
increasing regard for the sacred­ 
ness of the life of man. H itler was 
the first real break In the upward 
march of human standards. And 
the world 
was 
horrified 
by th* 
Nazi concept of genocide, of the 
m urder of an entire people. 
Sine# V-J Day we literally have 
been appalled by the accounts of 
the use which the Germ an medical 
profession, distorted by Naai Ide­ 
ologies and under the fierce politic­ 
al 
pressures 
of 
Hitler's 
govern­ 


ment, made of the live human body. 
Of course, 
that 
was 
not 
mercy 
killing, 
hut 
it 
was 
killing 
for 
science. It was human vivisection. 
And when I think of Dr. Potter's 
proposition that by an act of legis­ 
lation the state of New York au th ­ 
orize doctors to kill some of their 
patients. I se* before me a friend 
in his 70 s who has been restored 
from what seemed to be a hopeless 
cancer. 
I cannot tell his story

Euthanasia is a reversion to tha

days may be long. . . . " And it 
also said: "Thou shalt not kill." 
And that I#' the moral law. The 
state of New York will not au th ­ 
orise murder, but It is startling 
to find a Christian clergyman who 
would have it sanctioned.
